WASHINGTON, D. C.. Dec. S.—There 


were only three Republican senators in 
the mnrble room at 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing, tba hour for '.he Republican caucus. 
A quorum was secured nbont 10.30. 
The 


most'noticeable feature of the caucus as 
viewed from the outside was the abse^e 
of the "rnen who bolted the nomination ot 
Mr. Mi Kinley because of the gold stand- 
ard platform. 


Thos.> absent on this account were Sen- 


ators Dabois, Pettisrew,-Mantle, Cannon, 
Squire md Teller. All thsse except Mr. 
Teller are in the city and could have at- 
tended had they been disposed.

That their absense was intentional was 


clearly shown by a letter from Mr l)u- 
boiss addressed to Mr. Suerman, chair- 
man, resigning the position of secretary 
of the Republican senators, albo resigning 
as member and secretary of the Republi- 
can advisory committee of the senate. 


The bolters nil received invitations 


which had been sent as if they never left 
the party. They found it impossible to 
communicate with Mr. Teller, who had 
not reached the city, but all expressed 
confidi nee that he would not have gone 
to the conference. The other silverites 
w ho refused to bolt were as conspicuous, 
however, by their presence in the caucus.

Tariff* aud Immigration. 


The advisability of trying to pass the 


Dingl<y bill was the main topic of discus- 
sion, though the meeting was called for 
the prrpose of agreeing oc a program for 
the entire session. This was referred to 
the steering committee with instructions 
to investigate the possibility of getting 
the bill through and devise means to that 
end. 


Mr. Gear brought up the Pacific raii- 


road question and the Lodge immigration 
bill. The Pacific railroad bill was referred 
to the steering committee, but after Mr. 
Lodge explained the status of the immi- 
gration bill to the caucus it was decided 
to stand by the measure as a party and 
press it for early consideration. 


International Btraetnlllcm. 


The caucns also decided for an interna- 


tional agreement on silver by agreeing to 
a resolution by Mr.Wolcott, introduced 
ior providing for an appointment of a 
•pecial committee of five to devise a plan 
during the present session to secure a con- 
ference. 


Mr. Wolcott's resolution reads: "Re- 


solved that a special committee of five 
mem oers of this caucus be appointed to 
recommend a plan whereby legislation 
will be possible this session looking to 
an international conference of the lead- 
ing commercial nations of tbe world for 
promoting bimetallism." 


Senate at Bnslues*. 


The senate settled down to business 


today. Many petitions were presented 
from manufacturing interests urging the 
passage ot the Dingley bill. An early 
opening of the Cuban question is fore- 
shadowed by a notice from Mr. Cullom 
that he will address the senate on Cuban 
affairs Thursday next. 


The house resolutions having reference 


to tbe death of Mr. Crisp were laid before 
the senate, and Mr. Bacon announced he 
would later ask that a day be set aside for 
eulogies. As a mark of respect the senate 
adjourned at 12.25 o'clock.

Chairman Cannon says the pension bill, 


legislative, executive and judicial bill and 
deficiency bill will probably be passed 
before the holiday recess. There will be 
two deficiency bills this session; one before 
recess and other carrying odds and ends 
near the end of the session.

Mr. Wilkinson 
said that when the comnittee could do so 
it would recommend the erection of an 
eight-room building in the Beaver district 
at a cost not to ' exceed £30,000, and tbe 
completion of the Church street school 
according to the original plans at a cost 
not to exceed $25,000. But the committee 
could not do this now. It would be neces- 
sary first to get permission from the legis- 
lature to borrow the necessary money, 
and the committee recommended that 
this be done. The committee would have 
been glad to recommend the erection of 
the buildings at once, as the schools are 
overcrowded, but the city debt being so 
near the legal limit, this could not be done. 
Mr. Wilkinson said that when the four 
buildings are com pleted—the Braytonville, 
Johnson, Beaver and Church street 
schools—there will then be but few vacant 
school rooms in the city. Another press- 
ing need is more room for the high school, 
which will have to be provided in the 
near future, but tbe committee thought 
that perhaps one grade could be taken 
from the high school to Church street 
when that building is finished and thus 
postpone for a time the need of building 
for the high school. On motion of Coun- 
cilman Whitaker the report was accepted 
and the committee discharged. 
Councilman Darby reported for the 
committee on naming the cemeteries and 
recommended that the West Main street 
cemetery be called the Hillside cemetery, 
and that whnt bas been called the south 
cemetery be known as South View ceme- 
tery. The report was accepted and an 
order adopted in accordance therewith, 
subject to the approval of the mayor. 
An order was introduced by Councilman 


Lonergan making the pay of election 
officers as follow?: Wardens, $7 a day; 
clerks, $7; inspectors, $5; deputy inspe,- 
tors, $1.25. Voted. 
Tie council the adjourned.
